sand s to form a groyne. 
He saic\ they would be cheap- 
er and less inconvenience. 

“I asked the Board experts 
about theni,"’ Cr. Weaver’ re- 
plied. “““They gaid .the bags 
were used at Williamstown 
two years ago, but fell apart 
and were dislodged easily by 
vandals, The bags would 
have a very short-term use 
— possibly only six months. 
I had a longer term in view.”

He said the traps would 
cost $400 each, plus the cost 
of filling them with rocks and 
placing them in position. Mr. 
Simmons said this would take 
the cost to about $3,000 for 
the four traps, 

Cr. R. Richards said he 
felt the Council should seek 
Board of Works assistance 
before outlaying $3,000, 

“The more we pay the less 
assistance we will get from 
the Government,” he said. 


Cr, Weaver said the Coun- 
cil had already contacted the 
Board. 

“It was months before we 
got a reply, and then it 
wasn't satisfactory," he add- 
ed. “It would be years before 
we got any action. 

“Let’s face it. The beach 
is the main part of Altona. 
Let’s take the bit in the 
mouth and take positive ac- 
tion.” 

Cr. I. Stewart said the 
Council had money to spend 
on the beach and it could be 
well spent on Cr, Weaver's 
suggestion. 


“I'm 100 per cent. behind 
Cr. Weaver,” he said. “I’ve 
also thought along the lines 
of a more substantial type 
of groyne, which some rate- 
payers think would collect the 
seaweed. 

“I feel that it would be 
easier to pick up the seaweed 
from a_ suitably shaped 
groyne by machine than it 
would be to pick it up if it 
was scattered along four 
miles of foreshore.” 

Cr. Grant asked how much 
sand could be pumped onto 
the beach for $3,000. Mr. Sim- 





_ mons replied that about 6,000 


cubie yards could be obtain- 
ed if suitable sand could be 
dredged from nearby, but 
only 3,000 cubic yards would 
be obtained for the $3,000 if 
sand had to be imported from 
another area. 


Mr. Simmons said he 


wondered: if the Council 


hould wait for the results 
of the Board’s work at Hamp- 
ton before installing the 
traps. 

“*I'm just a bit worried 
that the metal would de- 
teriorate and become a'‘haz- 
ard,” he said. 

Cr. P. Lynch said he fav- 
ered sand bags until the 
Council learnt more about 
the metal mesh. 

The Mayor, Cr. P. Burns, 
said one trap should be 
placed in position first, then 
if it was successful others 
could follow, 

“If it's successful it doesn’t 
matter if we spend $10,000. or 
$20,000 — as long as the sand 
banks, up,’ he said. “But it 
would be foolish to spend too 
much in the experimental: 
stage.” 

He suggested plastic sand 


bags could last longer than : 
the ones used at Williams- © 





town.
